sion at the Southern Coal and Trans- 
portation company's coal mines at Ber- 
rysburg, six miles from here, brought 
sorrow to many homes. The explosion. 
heard for fully a dozen miles around, 
was the signal that alarmed the neigh- 
borhood and caused hundreds of people 
to hurry to the scene to see what had 
happened. ' The sight appalled them. 
It is impossiblle to tell yet accurately 
how many are lost. This cannot be 
done until roll call can be taken. Men 
are busy now removing the dead from 
the mines, and as the work is extreme- 
ly dangerous it is consequently very 
slow. The dead:

Several shots 
had been prepared and one of these 
produced concussion sufficient to dis- 
charge twehty-ssvcn sticks of dyna- 
mite which were lying on the ground 
in too close proximity.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


One of the instruments in the hands 


of the modern teacher for use in the 
development 
or 
education 
of the 


American child, is 
manual training. 


I say child so as to include both sex- 
es, ^for I think it, has 
been conclus- 


ively proven that 
although manual 


training classes in the high school con- 
sist largely of boys, it is just as use- 
ful to the girls 
from a disciplinary 


standpoint, as to their brothers. 


One of the best definitions of this 


branch 
of 
education 
is—" That 


which includes the command of the 
bodily organs for all the ordinary pur- 
poses of life, and the special training 
for special aptitudes." What can be 
more comprehensive or more practic- 
al than the study of that which -has to 
do with " all the ordinary purposes of 
life ? " If parents and pupils really ap- 
preciated this, every pupil in school 
wou— 
be in the 
manual 
training 


course. 
•• 


Manual training begins in the kin- 


tergarten, where the little ones, too 
young to exercise 
their powers of 


memory 
to any great 
extent, 
are 


taught to properly use their hands. 


Manual training is also 
implied in 


writing and drawing, which is taught 
in all the grades; in piano playing and 
singing; in the gestures so necessary 
to good 
oratory. The Delsarte and 


dancing teacher gives manual training 
.instruction just as truly'as the me- 
chanic and carpenter. 


If we review for a moment the won- 


derful 
advancement made 
in chili', 


study during the past ten years, we 
can see the principles of manual train- 
ing more prominently set forth than 
at first that -appears. 


Important as is the manual facility 


in the entire course 
of education, it 


is not a matter the public 
school 


teacher can spend 
much time 
upon 


further than is reqiiired for special 
purposes: the art of 'mamial training 
begins properly 
in'the high school 


and extends through the polytechnic 
institute. 


Mechanical drawing has education- 


al value aside from the purely practic- 
al—or the mere ability 
to reproduce 


lines, angles and curves accurately. 
The ability to reproduce a drawing 
would not count for -a great deal, if 
that was the sole object to be at- 
tained; but the practical idea back of 
this subject is the training 
of the 


sense of proportion, perspective and 
form, so that 
an object existing in 


reality, or in a mental picture, may 
be so reproduced on paper as to con- 
vey to another mind the identical con- 
'ception in the mind of the draftsman. 


The wonderful 
strides taken 
by 


inventors, as evidenced to anyone' who 
has visited the patent office in Wash- 
ington, are due 
practically tv' their 


a-- ty to reproduce on paper a con- 
cept, an idea which may have existed 
in many minds before, and failed in 
realization because 
of the inability 


to convey an intelligible reproduction 
of that.' idea to the mechanic. - 


If every inventor could he his own 


mechanic and manufacturer, if every 
architect could be his own mason and 
carpenter, if every artist could be his 
own engraver, then drafting would be 
of less importance. But the value of 
drafts to the mechanical world is 
nearly as great as it is to the commer- 
cial and- financial world in the ex- 
change of values.' 


The ability of a good draft to con-

vey exact knowledge is greater 'than 
that of pages of written description 
and specifications 


Important as this branch is in educa- 


tion, it is the tool of the mechanic and 
artisan whose business it is to make 
the reproduction in wood and metal 
of the idea conveyed by the draft. 


The world 
is always and will al- 


ways admire and wonder at the re- 
sults of manual dexterity. Visit any 
fair or exposition you wish, and what 
is it that attracts multitudes across 
continents and oceans, and influences 
them to spend thousands of dollars— 
simply the pleasure and profit received 
by a view of the 
wonderful products 


of manual dexterity. 


The transportation building, machin- 


ery hall, electricity and manufactures 
buildings, are all filled with designs 
in wood, metal, fabrics and precious 
stones, which are there because some 
one is more adept in the use of his 
hands than the majority of mankind. 
—And manual training means the 
training of the hands. 


Think of, this for 
a moment care- j 


Cully and ask 
yourself , my reader, I 


if your reverence for and admiration 
for this part of education is not more 
exalted and profound. 


Why do we teach this branch of 


education in our high school? Not with 
the purpose of making finished artiz- 
ans—mechanics or carpentes simply—• 
because we have 
not tne 
time or 


equipment 
necessary to attain that 


end. 


However, our students 
frequently 


discover personal aptitudes which they 
educate more in detail after leaving 
tho high school and thereby become 
finished specialists, but as this class 
forms the minority, it is the educa- 
tional value of the course to man in 
general which ought to be appreciat- 
ed to a greater extent. 


The well rounded man is of value 


to society because he has developed 
maliy sides of his being, and thereby 
is able to come in touch with a great- 
er variety of classes he can appreci- 
ate the environment of the mechanic 
as well as the 
professional man—he 


derives pleasure in proportion to the 
number of faculties he has developed; 
and so a doctor is a better doctor be- 
cause of his knowledge of mechanics. 


A lawyer 
is alnpost compelled to 


familiarize 
himself with 
all trades 


and practices during his education, or 
he will have 
to educate himself in 


the trade of his clients as fast as -his 
cases come to him, and this at a time 
when he can ill 
afford the time and 


exertion. 


Much more might be said on this 


subject generally a.nd specifically but 
space forbids. 


The manual training course at our 


high school includes a minimum of 
four years of drafting, one of bench 
work in carpentry, cabinet and pat- 
tern work, one in lathe work in wood, 
one year in general forge, shaping and 
welding practice, and the last year Is 


; devoted to lathe and planer work in 
, metal and tool making, hardening, tem- 
' pering and 
finishing.

A Civil Engineer's Experience of 


Chinese Officials.

Francisco are people who have a sin- 
gularly inlmvte knowledge of men and 
things in the Chinese empire, says the 
New York Sun. Among these is John 
C. Fergusson, a civil engineer -who 
spent more than 20 years in the sen- 
Ice of the Imperial government. He 
.•was in charge of the construction o 
the first railway in China, which ran 
from Taku up the Pei-I-Io river to 
a large copper mine about 40 miles dis 
' tant. At that time China had not be 
gvu to go In for foreign improvement 
as she has within the last few years 
•Sir. Fergusson found the Chinese offi 
cials quick to see the advantages o 
'foreign machinery, but they frankly 


n about the Imperial court, and hence 
t would be a good stroke to tie -up 
hese loads of tribute rice until the 
government' agrees to make reparation 
"or its recent acts. 
Nothing:, produces 


jreater excitement in China in official 
circles than the stoppage of the tribute 
.•ice, for the yamens contain hundreds 
of officials who must be fed, and to 
buy this rice would require a very long 
purse. 


England's hold upon China hns been 


'lie rich trade of the Y:uig-tse valley, 
\vliich is worth all the rest of the em- 
pire. If Eneland can retain her grasp 
on the Yans-tse. she can afford to see 
largo territory. granted to the other 
powers, for she will still come out the 
victor 
No one has any idea of the re- 


sources of this great valley, whose 
trade has only fairly begun to be ex- 
ploited 
In fact, this valley alone is 


richer than the whole of South Africa 
and, properly handled, will bring in a 
much larger revenue. 


"When I was in China, I frequently 


pointed out to diplomatic officials the 
folly of training -the Chinese in arms. 
The people are good natural fighters 
If they have any confidence in their 
officers, but from the way the Chinese 
army has been handled it is a wonder 
that any fighting can be got out of it. 
A governor of a province is supposed 
to maintain s.o many men, but when I 
was in China not one of these fellows, 
except Li Hung Chang, ever attempted 
to koep^hls military force in efficient 
condition. Here i3 the way the thing 
is managed: The viceroy of Shang- 
tung, for instance, is supposed to have 
3,000 men under arms. He actually 
has this number on the books and 
draws a few cents a day -for each and 
a ration of rice. Instead he will prob- 
ably not carry 500 men, but will de- 
pend upon forced levies should any 
ceremonial occasion arise in which he 
must produce troops. He keeps ban- 
ners and uniforms in stock and he can 
swell in a day his beggarly force to the 
full complement of 3,000. Meanwhile 
the p.'iy and rations for this dummy 
force cut no small figure in the reve- 
nues of his office. There is no efficiency 
among the men ..and the greater part 
have no modern weapons. 'Give the 
Chinaman good weapons and proper 
drill, and he makes an excellent fight- 
er, who can march on small rations 
and who may be counted on for better 
work than most orientals."

He has been ex- 
posed again and again, but old Li in 
each case has shielded him from dis- 
grace and ruin. 


"It is impossible to convince any Chi- 


nese of the value of time or of honesty 
in any diplomatic negotiations. Cun- 
ning is tho chief weapon, and they will 
nttempt to use this in sowing dissen- 
sions among the yowcrs. Perhaps the 
strongest card tfce foreign envoys can 
piny will be thc^stoppago of tbe tribute 
rice which nt this season is being 
brought from »11 parts of the empire to 
the imperial srnnnry.

ALLIES' FIRE ACCURATE. 


Gnn» on tlie Walla of Peljlnpr Snr- 


ronnilea liy -Dead CUineae. 


The guns on the walls of Peking 


were mounted in pairs along the bat- 
tlements. The artillery fire of tbe al- 
lies was extremely accurate, as on the 
morning of Aug. ID all these guns were 
found to have been destroyed by shells, 
says the Ticn-tsiu correspondent of tbe 
New York Sun. They were surround- 
ed by dead Chinese. 


The guns which had been trained on 


the legations were less than 200 yards 
distant. They fired on an average 400 
or 500 U pound shells during tho hot- 
test period of tbe attack. 
The small 


number of casualties was due to tbe 
system of barricades and tbe fact that 
the enemy's guns wwe too close to 
drop shells through the roofs of tho 
buildings. As a protection against the 
bombardment and fusillades tbe troops 
besieged raised walls of sand bags and 
dug shelter pits in every building and 
made every possible use of tbe covers 
afforded by the compounds. 
Tbe in- 


genuity of the defense is declared to 
have been astounding. 


The obtaining of vegetables by the 


besieged was due to the plucky action 
of M. and Mme. Charmat, proprietors 
of the Peking hotel. 
From time to 


time during the periods of armistice 
they advanced a short distance beyond 
the lines of the allies and, sitting on a 
white sheet, which served os a flag of 
truce, negotiated with tlic Chinese of- 
ficers, who were well known to them 
personally.

Two New Warships. 


New York, Nov. 5.— As finally adopt- 


ed, says a Washington special 'to the 
Tribune, the United States naval-in- 
crease program for 1901 involves the 
construction of thirty-two vessels of 
151,600 tons displacement, or more 
than double that laid down in any 
preceding year. The list which con- 
gress is to be asked to authorize is: 


Three 15-000-ton battleships, two 


15,000-ton armored cruisers, six 2,000- 
ton gunboats, six 800-ton gunboats, 
ten 200-ton gunboats, three 15,000-ton 
colliers, one 7,000-ton repair ship, and 
one 7,000-ton marine transport. 


The board of construction has decid- 


ed to omit the torpedo boats, both sur- 
face and submarine, recommended by 
the policy board of which Admiral 
Dewey is chairman, but the program 
in all other particulars conforms close- 
ly to the initial pvoject under discus- 
sion a weekjigo.

It is therefore diliicult to 
draw any -hard and fast line to sepa- 
rate .the debtors from tlie creditors. 
But if there Is a creditor class in this 
country, a set of people to whom that 
designation is peculiarly applicable, it 
is not composed of the men who handle 
largo sums of money and who are en- 
gaged In carrying'on great enterprises. 
They for tlie most part are debtors. 


The real creditor class is composed of 


working men and women, of employees 
in every walk of business, of salaried 
people and of depositors in banks, es- 
pecially depositors in savings banks. 
These are the men and women to 
whom money is' always due and who 
are entitled if anybody In all the world 
is to the best and most stable money 
that can be devised.

money, varying In value from time to 
time, is to them a condemnation of 
poverty and loss.

Mr. Bryan's speech of acceptance 


was carefully prepared and was in- 
tended .to be a keynote for the present 
campaign. It is worthy of study, as it 
is one of the most painstaking efforts 
ever issued by this new school of poli- 
tics. Yet, like all political utterances, 
it is an ex parte statement composed of 
about equal parts of charges against 
tlie Republicans and promises of what 
the Democrats will do in the event of 
Bryan's election. 


Tlie Democratic candidate ia an ex- 


perienced promisor and political proph- 
et, and both promises and prophecies 
are matters of record. He speaks also 
not only for himself alone, but for his 
party, and his statements must bo 
weighed by the actions of his party in 
the past. 


Four years ago this young prophet 


of tho west declared that the gold 
standard would make it necessary to 
advocate the closing of the public 
schools. (Monmouth, Ills., speech.) To- 
day under the gold standard there are 
more schools and bettor ones than ever 
before. The prophecy was false. 


In his speech of acceptance he said: 
"Some, argue that American rule in 


the Philippine Islands will result in 
the better education 'of the Filipinos. 
Be not deceived. If we expect to main- 
tain a colonial policy, we shall not find 
it to our advantage to educate the peo- 
ple." 


This assertion must have been whis- 


pered into the speech by the southern 
wing of the party, wlio openly declare 
that they are tired of paying taxes to 
educate the liegro, who by education 
simply becomes a greater rogue. Bryan 
affirms that tlie Republicans would 
do with the brown man what the Dem- 
ocrats are now doing with the black 
innn. Then by a peculiar mental proc- 
ess, wJiieh it is impossible to follow, he 
pillories the Republicans for what he 
affirms they will do and indorses the 
Democrats because they have done the 
same thing. One course of conduct Is 
a fact; the other is si'mply assumed. 


Four'years ago Bryan, said "the gold 


standard would destroy the hope of the 
toiler, it would destroy the opportunity 
to work, it would increase the number 
of idle men, it would discourage enter- 
prise, it would paralyze industry." 


Economic conditions today prove the 


falsity of every one of these prophecies. 
Tilt- toilers have hope, there'is oppor- 
tunity to work, there are fewer idle 
nien, enterprise has not been discour- 
aged ami industry has not been para- 
lyx'ed. 


Mr. Bryan, however, has fallen into 


the habit of issuing lamentations, and, 
while not ninking so many financial 
predictions, tearful and dark, trimmed 
with ruined homes and starving free- 
men, he soars to a higher piano—money 
in 11)00 is filthy lucre—and assures us, 
after his political halo had been re- 
burnished by tho Kansas City conven- 
tion, that if he is not elected "celebra- 
tions of the Fourth of July will pass 
away." ' 


Is it surprising that tho people refuse 


to scare? Indeed, past'experience has 
led them to believe that the reverse 
of the predictions of the prophet is 
that which will surely come -to pass. 


In his Indianapolis speech of accept- 


ance he arraigns the Republican party 
in the following manner: 


"In attempting to jjross economic 


questions upon the country to the ex- 
clusion of those which involve the very 
structure of our government the Re- 
publican leaders give new evidence of 
their abandonment of the earlier ideals 
of tliu party and of their complete sub- 
serviency to pecuniary considerations." 


That expression from the apostle and 


high priest of an economic question, 
who forced it down the throats of the 
delegates who nominated/ him, who 
stands Cor silver, free silver, unlimited 
silver and nothing hut silver, is a dell- 
clous bit of sarcasm which must have 
made the knowing ones smile when 
they heard it. It is simply a plea to 
talk about something else than silver 
this year, because there are no votes to 
be made by advocating a" disproved 
theory, and then because the Republic- 
an leaders: refuse to allow him to let 
silviir alone he charges them, with hav- 
jng abandoned the earlier ideals of 
their partj\ 


He also asks in rounded periods: 


"Who will draw a line between the nat- 
ural rights of the Cubans and the Fili- 
pinos? Who will say that the former 
have a right to liberty and the latter 
have no rights we are bound to re- 
spect?" 


Now;, had he asked those questions 


with reference to the negroes of Mis- 
sissippi nnd North Carolina the answer 
would have been easy for the white 
Democrats'of those states, wlio shoot, 
terrify and disfranchise the negro in 
open violation of the spirit and express 
words of the constitution of the United 
States. They can answer, as they are 
specialists in defining rights which 
they refuse to respect, and" Mr. Bryan 
is the man wlio hopes to profit by their 
methods that disgrace the states which 
will send solid delegations to congress 
by the suppression of the Republican 
vote. 


That part of Bryan's address, how- 


ever, most open to criticism is where 
he defines his Philippine policy. When 
Afjulnaldo learns of that utterance, 
he. will continue his guerrilla warfare 
ag;tiust the.. American flag until after 
J-lie November election and in the event 
of Bryan's triumph for eight months 
longer.

Whatever may be tbe opinion of con- 


gress in the matter Bryan as the com- 


mander in chief of the array and nayy 
could suspend hostilities and recall our 
forces. Indeed he stands pledged to do 
that very thing. 
This is giving aid 


and comfort to the enemy. 


In 1S03 Jefferson paid Napoleon the 


Great $15,000,000 for Louisiana, 'and 
the sale conveyed sovereign rights over 
all the population, both savage and 
civilized, of that great territory, ansd 
they were not asked to consent to the 
transfer. 
Had 
they rebelled 
they 


would have been forced to recognize 
the sovereignty of the United States. 
"The consent of the governed" was hot 
taken into the account, and yet our 
title to that vast territory is considered 
valid. 
' 


Sixteen years later the "United States 


purchased Florida from Spain. .With 
the sale went the right to control or 
govern the people who lived therein. 
Five million dollars was paid, and Gen- 
eral Jackson was sent to govern the 
territory. 
Had the people rebelled it 


is not difficult to Imagine what "Old 
Hickory" would have done, and had 
Atkinson and Bryan gone about preach- 
ing resistance they would have been 
obliged to have kept a good distance 
from Jackson's long arm and sharp 
tongue. His rule was autocratic, if not 
Imperial. 


Twenty-nine years later Uncle Sam 


made another investment in western 
land and paid Mexico .$18,200,000 and 
acquired title to both land and people 
of New -Mexico anil California. 
-The 


people of those then distant regions, 
Mexicans, Zuuis, Indians and all the 
.rest, were' not consulted, but were 
governed and well governed, and thu 
region has become the pride of the na- 
tion and the garden spot of the world. 


Five years later southern Arizona 


nnd Its people were acquired in the 
same manner without saying anything 
about tho consetrt of the governed. 


Fourteen years afte^ $7,200,000 was 


Invested In Alaska, securing title to 
mountain, glacier, seals, fish, Indianfe, 
Russians nnd all else the land contain- 
ed without their consent being asked or 
required. Five times1 has the United 
States acquired title to land and sov- 
ereignty over people by 
purchase. 


When the government paid Spain $20,- 
000,000 for the Philippines, it did what 
was done in 1803, in 1810, in 1S48, in 
18r>3 and in 1SG7. Yet Bryan says it is 
impossible to secure title to a people by 
force or purchase. 
v 


There is a marked difference between 


the Republican and Democratic candi- 
dates for the presidency !n their ability 
to remain faithful to Important issues 
through evil report and good; report. 
McKlnley is recognized as the apostle 
of protection. Ho believes In It, work- 
ed for it, voted for it and secured the 
passage of the protective tariff measure 
known as tin; McKinley bill. When the 
free trade party triumphed and a house 
and senate were elected pledged.to re- 
peal the McKlnley bill, its author, never 
wavered. He continued to tench pro- 
tection and warned the people that the 
experiment on which tlioy were about 
to enter would prove disastrous. Re- 
sults proved the wisdom of his posi- 
tion. The people came to think as he 
thought, and his record in both victory 
and defeat lias been consistent. While 
McKinley advocated protection Bryan 
defended free trade, but when free 
trade was repudiated Bryan dropped it.

"There is no power under the law 


or the constitution by which congress 
or the president can dissever the Phil- 
ippine islands from th'is nation. Con- 
gress cannot give them away, sell 
them to a foreign power or set up an 
independent government on these is- 
lands, as Mr. Bryan proposes to do. 
I hnve not.seen this point raised yet 
by anyone, but Mr. Bryan, as a law- 
yer, oug-ht to know the constitution 
of his country, and there is no author- 
ity unywhere in 
the 
constitution 


where an acre of our country can be 
dissevered from the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 
Such a thing never 


has been done, and it would take an 
amendment to our constitution to do 
what Mr. Bryan proposes. 


"This is my opinion as a lawyer nnd 


I will put it against Mr. Bryan's or 
any other lawyer. 
This is a matter 


never yet passed upon by the supreme 
court, and depends wholly on the con- 
struction of section 3, article 4, of the 
constitution, which says: 'The con:- 


. gress shall have power to dispose of 


and make all needful rules and regula- 
tions respecting the territory or other 
property belonging 
to the 
United 


States.' 


"I contend that this section does 


not give congress any authority to 
part with the jurisdiction of .a single 
acre of our national territory. Con- 
gress has no right to sell or give away 
or convey a single acre to a foreign 
power, nor to set up an independent 
government on any acre of the publio 


only, general-'au- 


thority over our territory to dispose 
ot them by dividing and naming them, 
surveying them, selling them to set- 
tlers, providing for local government 
and the enforcement of the laws,'the 
protection. of timber, locating of town 
sites, 'admitting them as states and 
exercising all acts of ownership and 
control and national jurisdiction, biit 
absolutely no authority to part with 
national ownership and jurisdiction. 
It may exercise all acts of ownership, 
but cannot part with that ownership. 


"Space will not justify an extended 


brief on this question, but I will 'put 
my opinion as a lawyer that o\ir su- 
preme court will so construe our con- 
stitution. That congress has no right 
to dissolve this union, or part with 
the jurisdiction of any part of our 
territory when once acquired. Success- 
ful revolution only can accomplish it. 


"This is not an imperial government, 


though Mr. Bryan's ideas would make 
it so. Imperial governments dispose 
of their territory in that way when 
they please, but the territory of this 
country is held by and for the people, 
and jurisdiction once vested in our na- 
tion must forever remain until our 
constitution is amended, giving some 
authority for the dissolution of its ter- 
ritory. 


"Every patriotic democrat should 


support McKinley in preference 
to 


Bryan. First, because every issue is 
virtually settled, and settled by the re- 
publicans on old democratic princi- 
ples. The tariff and the money stand- 
ards are not fundamental questions, 
but questions of policy, and the gold 
•standard will likely stand the test of 
experience, and is, therefore, perma- 
nently settled. All parties now agree 
on a tariff sufficient t6 pay the ex- 
penses of government, laid lightest on 
necessities, and in such a way as to 
give the best protection to our own 
products and commerce. The only real 
question between the two parties is 
the fundamental one of expansion or 
anti-expansion. 
And on this the re- 


publicans stand on the old democratic 
principles of Jeffersonian expansion. 
Second, because McKinley has made' 
the best president since Washington 
and Lincoln, and that under the most 
trying complications and difficulties, 
and shown himself a. careful an3. a.ble 
statesman. Third, because Bryan has 
proved himself to be a selfish politi- 
cian, using his oratorical gifts at $500 
an hour or the gate receipts, and act- 
ing the part of a walking delegate of 
the labor trust in appealing to the rest- 
less, idle and dissatisfied elements, arid 
flattering the working-men and plain 
people which is inconsistent, with true 
dignity and statesmanship. 
Fourth, 


because his position on the Philippine 
question is inconsistent, unstatesman- 
like and undemocratic. Fifth, because 
he is more of a populist thnn-n demo- 
crat, and by the populist platform is 
bound to support the "initiative and 
referendum" and otherwise revolution- 
ize our government. Sixth, because he 
represents such a conglomerate mass 
of discordant 
democrnts, populists, 


greenbackers and extreme elements' 
that he is not strong enough, and no 
man is strong enough, to cbntrol them^ 
and if elected his administration would 
produce endless wrangling and discord 
and be worse even than Cleveland's last 
term.

AFTER NEW COAL AREAS. 


Science to Come to tlie Conimneni* 


• 
Aid In Great Britain. 


"Will the serious consideration which 


is now being given to the coal question 
lead to scientific research and the dis- 
covery of new coal areas in different 
parts of the United Kingdom?" saysv 
tbe London Daily Mall. 
A coal ex- 


pert to wboin the question was put by 
a representative of that paper ex- 
pressed an affirmative opinion. 


"It will be found," he said, "that om 


coal reserves are far from being ex- 
hausted. The readily accessible seams 
of coal near the surface are the chief 
seams which have been worked in this 
country, aml.it Is these which are 
showing signs of exhaustion. -New 
sources of supply will be found a1 
greater depths and will involve the 
initial outlay of much larger capital 
expenditure and tlie establishment of 
shafts with appliances of much larger 
capacity. 


"The small 'coal owner," he contin- 


ued, "may become extinct, and there 
qoay only be room for the great capi- 
talist, but this fact will guarantee 
greater efficiency In mining and less 
waste. Science will be sure to unite 
with capital and prevent any very ap- 
preciable increase in the cost of coal 
mining. In various parts of the coun- 
try borings are being put down to thor- 
oughly test tbe geology of tlie district, 
and in several cases where 
upper 


seams have been worked tests are be- 
ing and will be made at a lower depth. 


"Ail old fashioned notion was that 


coal did not exist under tbe chalk; 
but," he pointed out, ";as far back as 
1856, in a paper read before the Royal 
Geological society, Mr. Godwin Austen 
concluded that coal would be found 
under the secondary rocks in tbe south- 
east of England, and tbis opinion was 
supported by Professor Sir J. Prest- 
wich at the royal coal commission In 
1871. 
• 


1 "The experiments which' were a few 
years ago made by Professor 
Boyd 


Dawkins and Mr. P. Brady in -Kent 
also proved this thing correct. The 
boring was put down through 
the 


chalk, and the first coal seam of 2 feet 
3 Inches thick was struck at a depth 
of 1,130 feet. Between that and 2,000 
feet eight workable seams were prov- 
ed."

Amount of the Annual Premium from 
the Policy Holders, 


Local business men who have poli- 


cies in the Manufacturers and Mer- 
chants Mutual insurance company of 
Rockford, 111., are very much worked 
up over the step taken by the company 
to assess the policy holders the full 
limit or five times the annual premium. 


Indications are that the company is 


in a bad way and unless the assess- 
ments levied by the 
company are 


promptly paid the company will be 
placed in liquidation. Secretary Carse 
is authority for the statement that the 
Manufacturer's and Merchants is not 
prepared to pay return premiums-on 
cash policies. 
This is taken as strong 


evidence if, its bad financial condition. 


The company inserted a provision in 


the cash policies holding them non- 
assessible in lieu of the policy holder 
surrendering the right to participate 
in dividends, but it is the opion of 
legal authorities that the clause is void 
and not authorized by the charter of 
the company. 
The statute provides 


that cash policies may be assessed 
for three times the annual premium, 
while mutual policy holders are liable 
for an assessment of five times the an-

nual premium.

•Japan. Not only this, but it was at 
length carried into Russia, western Eu- 
rope and finally to tue United States. 


Today, known to few outside of 


themselves, there are 2,000 Babis in 
this country, the fortunate land where 
there Is no religious martyrdom such aa 
. the sect endured In Persia. Forty thou- 
sand Babis suffered torture and death 
for their faith in Persia. It Is recorded 
of them that they seeiued not to suffer 
jpain from the awful tortures, but went 
to their death murmuring the Arabic 
text, "Verily we are God's, and to him 
we return." After the' martyrdom of 
the Babis In 1850 there arose for them 
Belm'n'ullah, called "The Manifesta- 
tion of God." 
He further, developed 


and advanced the doctrines, and the 
Babis now call themselves from his 
name, "Behais." ' 


The followers of the new faith are 


taught to live literally the ethical 
teachings .of the New Testament, to 
school-themselves in unselfishness and 
humility and to accept the doctrine of 
the confirmation of the spirit as taught 
by the apostles. The true followers of 
the Beha drop from them at a stroke 
the complications and worries of mod- 
ern social existence and lead lives of 
extreme simplicity. 


A feature that distinguishes the Be- 


1ml faith from other oriental theologies 
3s that from the beginning It inculcated 
the perfect equality of the sexes. If it 
•clid not, then one would know It to be 
false. Thousands of Behal women "suf- 
fered martyrdom in Persia before the 
sect was driven to its present head- 
quarters at Acre, in Palestine. A her- 
*ld. prophet and martyr of the new 
•faith was Kurratn'VAyn, the most fa- 
mous woman poet of Persia. One day, 
full of the spirit of prophecy, Knrra- 
tuTAyn tore the veil from her face, 
which act was a scandal to all Persia 
and Turkey, ran' to the tent of the 
Beha and bade him come forth and 
take his. place as leader of the Babis. 
He obeyed and that day began his mis- 
sion. .Today the most eloquent and 
successful teachers of the new faith 
in England, France and the United 
States are women. 


Occasionally we read in dispatches 


from the Philippines a very unpleasant 
Item of the killing of Tagalo women 
and children by American soldiers. To 
. one not knowing the circumstances this 
seems a wanton and awful atrocity. 
But'it is war, which is itself a wanton 
atrocity. Like all uncivilized peoples, 
the Philippine natives take with them 
Into camp their wives and children! 
They take refuge, men, women and 
children, a whole village at a time, in 
a church or behind cunningly wrought 
Intrenchinents and from this safe shel- 
ter pour flre into the ranks of advanc- 
ing American troops. In order to stop 
the fire It is necessary to dislodge 
them. To dislodge them it is neces- 
sary to fire at them, sometimes to bat- 


. ter down the walls of their stronghold 


with cannon. Women and children are 
among them, and women and children 
sometimes are-shot and killed. That 
Is how it happens. 
Certainly no Eng- 


lish speaking white man would delib- 
erately fire upon a defenseless woman 
or a child. 


I have been away from the United 


States nearly two years and two months. 
I have traveled in that time almost 
50,000 miles and been all around the 
globe. I have been near enough to the 
north pole to have reached it in two 
"days if there had been a railway to it. 
I have been within 150 miles of the 
equator and out on the battle line In 
the Philippines. I feel as though I had 
lived a century of- experience In the 
time I have been away, and after it all 
I come home to flnd the woman's page 
of the newspapers still giving direc- 
tions for making an embroidered dust- 
pan holder. Oh, my country!

BrnTe Boy*. 


The Victoria cross has-been won on 


three occasions by boys—in 1S55, dur- 
ing the Crimean campaign, by two 
young members of the .famous navnl 
brigade, and in 1SG7, when a combined 
fleet of British, French and Dutch 
ships made war upon; Japan, by a niid- 
Bhipiuau of the Eiu'yalns. The first of 
the trio was Edward Daniels, who, 
when the horses'taking an ammunition 
wagon filled with powder were killed 
by a shell, rushed out and' headed a 
party which safely brought In the am- 
munition under a rain of bullets in 
•which it seemed impossible for any one 
to live. 
The second act of bravery 


was performed by a. young boatswain, 
named Sullivan, when the famous 
Malakoff battery wns taken. Ho took 
out a flagstaff and placed it on a cer- 
tain mound which hid a Russian ttat- 
tery from our gunners, having in so 
doing traversed the enemy's line of fire. 
On the mound he had to dig a hole for 
the flagstaff with his fingers and pile 
stones around it to keep it flrin. His 
coolness so excited the Russians that 
they all aimed wide, and the man es- 
caped to receive, in addition to the 
famous cross, the French Legion of 
Honor. The act which won the Victoria 
cross for Duncan Boyes, the middy of 
the Enryalus, occurred when the com- 
bined fleets landed a contingent of men 
against the Japs. It was thought, how- 
ever, that the Britishers alone could 
.successfully tackle the situation, so the 
French and Dutch were sent back, 
whereupon a large body of Japanese 
came into view and made a determined 
attack. The middy, who was carrying 
the colors with the leading company, 
rushed ahead for some 20 yards toward 
the defenses, as. though about to at- 
tempt their capture single handed, lie 
was called back and severely repri- 
manded by his captain, but the spirit 
of daring, he had displayed infected 
the others, and as one man they fol- 
lowed, him and soon took the defenses. 
Boyes' uniform was torn to rags by 
bullets, as were also the colors he car- 
ried, bnt he. himself" came out sufe and
